A brown van with the iden­ 
tifying letters “ UPS” , pulls into a 
driveway. The driver, Dennis 
Seabaugh, takes a package to the 
door, gets the signature of the 
person receiving the package, 
returns to the truck and jots down 
a notation of completed delivery. 
Simple procedure, right? Wrong! 
It’s a quite complicated business 
that spans the country.

territory used to be 
served by the Poplar Bluff and 
Sikeston centers,” Seabaugh said. 
“ The Marston center was opened 
last year to cut down the hours 
and miles a driver covers each 
day. 
“ We average 150 miles and 
deliver 240 packages per day per 
driver,” Seabaugh stated. “ All 
packages are delivered the day 
they come in, and each must be 
signed 
for 
by 
the 
recipient, 
although 
some uninsured and 
perishable items do not require a 
signature. If no one is home, we 
attempt delivery a second and 
third day. This makes some days 
long!”

The headquarters for Southeast 
Missouri is in St Louis. Packages 
arrive from all over the country 
and are brought to the local 
centers at night. 
“ I am responsible for planning 
my day's delivery," Seabaugh 
said "This starts with loading my 
van, sorting by towns and rural 
areas in between.
